Just as weeds come into full 
flower is the best time to mow 
the pasture, but since there may 
be several species, which do not 
all mature at the same time, the 
practical thing to do is to mow 
whenever time can be spared for 
It rather than not mow at all. 
even if some weeds are not far 
enough advanced and others have 
already made seed. There la still 
time for the grass to dervive a 
great deal of benefit 
tilts fall 
from tne destruction of its weed 
competitors at this season of the 
year

Diseases Reduce 
Turkey Profit

The production of turkeys, like 
that of any other meat producing 
animal, depends on an eaicient 
use of the feed consumed and an 
uninterrupted growth. Disease will 
retard the rate of gain and reduce 
the margin of profit. 
Turkeys are becoming increas­ 
ingly susceptible to the number 
of relatively new diseases sines 
farm flocks have increased in size 
:tnd artificial methods of brood- 
.ng have 
been 
adopted. 
While 
blackhead still is a problem among 
turkey growers, such diseases a- 
mycosis, coccidiosis. and trichi- 
mcniasis are becoming increas­ 
ingly prevalent. 
The organism causing blaek- 
.iead spends a part of its life 
cycle in the cecal worm, and fre­ 
quent 
worming throughout the 
urowing 
season will keep 
th ’s 
source of danger under control. 
An effective worm remedy that 
can be mixed with the mash h 
most convenient, because turkey., 
ire hard to handle for individual 
treatm ent once they are on the 
iange- 
Coccidiosis and 
tnchimamasis 
are related diseases inasmuch a 
both are caused by minute protoz­ 
oan animals that infect the diges­ 
tive tract. Coccidia are found in 
the ceca and intestines, whereas 
„richomonia usually are found in 
the crop and true ‘■tomach. Effec­ 
tive treatm ent depends cn meas­ 
ures which reduce the source of 
reinfection and medication that 
vill relieve the injury and inflam ­ 
mation. 
Mycosis is caused by a mold 
organism and can be controlled 
effectively by medical treatm ent. 
The condition usually affects the 
crop and gizzard, causing the crop 
to become sour and pendulous 
with large yellow lesions on the 
lining. The gizzard lining of 
x 
mycotic bird is usually cankerous, 
afso. 
Many of the most dangerous 
diseases of turkeys can be pre­ 
vented by vaccination. Immunity 
against fowl pox can be stimulated 
through vaccination 
with 
Fowl 
Pox Vaccine. Typhoid and chol­ 
era vaccination is widely employ­ 
ed to protect turkeys until they 
reach market. Such vaccination 
employs the use of a bacterin 
m anufactured in government lic­ 
ensed laboratories of killed cul­ 
tures of the organisms responsible 
for the disease. Paratyphoid and 
some forms of sinus infections 
respond well to vaccination, also.
